2. The present application does not meet the requirement of Article 33(2) PCT for 
the following reasons: 

D1-D2 disclose the use of polymer coated reactors for the manufacture of 
chemical or pharmaceutical compositions, the coating having non-sticking 
properties (see D1-D2: International Search Report). Although D2 does not 
explicitly discloses any pharmaceutical composition, this document is considered 
to disclose implicitly such compositions since it discloses in general chemical 
compounds which may be used as pharmaceutical compositions. Furthermore the 
problem addressed by D2 (reducing adhesion) is the same than the problem 
addressed by the present application; the solution being also the same (use of 
polymer coatings). Therefore the subject-matter of claims 1,10 and 13 is not 
novel. 

3. The technical features of claims 2-9, 1 1 and 1 2 are either known from D1 -D2 or 
are considered to be merely one of several possibilities which the skilled person 

- would selecU inaccordance with tt)e circumstances, without Jhe_exercise of 

ifWOTtiv^skillrConsequently these claimsndo not meet the requirement of Article 

33(3) PCT. 

4. It is not at present apparent which part of the application could serve as a basis 
for a new, allowable claim. Should the applicant nevertheless regard some 
particular matter as meeting the requirements of Article 33(2)-(3) PCT an 
independent claim including such matter should be filed taking account of Rule 
6.3 PCT.
